Council will train Police 
Community Support Officers 
to help fight enviro-crime 


On the eve of the launch of 
a new Council-led campaign 
- Don’t mess with Waltham 
Forest - against enviro-crime, 
local Police have announced 
that they have agreed to train 
all Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) to issue Fixed 
Penalty Notices (FPNs) to 
enviro-crime offenders. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment, said, “It’s great that the 
Police have got behind our campaign 
to come down hard on people who 
think it is all right to rubbish the streets 
of Waltham Forest. 

“We’re talking about litterers, dog 
owners who refuse to clear up after 
their pets, people who spit in the 
street and those disgusting individuals 
who urinate in public.” 

The Council has produced posters 
to be displayed throughout the 
borough and is working to agree 
a pledge with local businesses to 
ensure they take responsibility for 
rubbish their customers may leave 


near their shops. 

Businesses signing the pledge 
will promise to keep the front of their 
premises neat and tidy, make sure 
rubbish is not left out and that litter is 
not allowed to accumulate. 

In all, six kinds of enviro-crime are 
being highlighted - litter, cigarette 
butts, dog mess, urination, spitting 
and takeaway rubbish. As well as 
publicising the campaign widely 
and working with businesses, the 
Council will also carry out targeted 
enforcement sweeps in different areas 
over the coming months. 

Cllr Loakes added: “We need to 
promote a culture in this borough 
where everyone understands that it 
is simply not acceptable to commit 
these sorts of enviro-crimes. Where 
people break the law we will hit them 
where it hurts - in the pocket!”

“All older people want to live

Once you have decided to set up 
your business, a good place to start 
is to find a mentor. You can browse 
organisations offering business 
mentoring at www.mentorsme. 


co.uk. Mentors help guide you, can 
point you in the direction of useful 
information and are a great support 
for those looking to start a business. 

There are loads of free resources 
at your fingertips; www.gov.uk and 
www.startups.co.uk have sections 
dedicated to business start-ups. 
The City Business Library has 
over 60 seminars a month, while 
our local libraries sometimes offer 
seminars and talks to help new 
businesses. 

The main thing people worry 
about when starting any business 
venture is funding. The best way 


to tackle this is to think how much 
you want and more importantly, 
how much you actually need. You 
might find you don’t need as much 
as you first thought. If you want 
funding, then schemes such as 
www.startuploans.co.uk and www.

What a picture! 

■ Blue Plaque unveiled by Waltham Forest Council at birthplace of David Bailey 
World famous photographer returns to his Leytonstone roots to be honoured 



It’s a measure of the man that 
people will often apologise 
for a poorly taken snap with 
the excuse that, “I’m no 
David Bailey”. The legendary 
photographer’s reputation has 
become synonymous with the 
art of great photography and 
his name wrapped up with the 
glamour of the swinging sixties of 
models, pop stars and gangsters. 

However, his beginnings were 
humble, being born and raised 
during his early years in two rooms 
of a house on Wallwood Road, 
Leytonstone. And his days in the 
borough were not without incident. 

Being born on the cusp of World 
War Two in 1938, he found himself 
the victim of the blitzkrieg when in 
1941 the house next door was hit 
by a bomb, causing substantial 
damage to his home and forcing 
his family to decamp to East Ham. 

David told Waltham Forest News: 
“I remember my Mother berating 
my Father about the incident down 
the years because he had boarded 
up the windows and then gone 
down the pub without boarding up 
the doors.” 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment, gave a short speech 
at the plaque unveiling, and later 
said, “It was fantastic to welcome 
David back to the borough and 
to honour someone born in 


Leytonstone who has truly made 
his mark on the world.” 

Wallwood Road resident Sarah 
Carpenter, who attended the 
unveiling, and who took the 
photograph that accompanies 
this article, added: “As an aspiring 
photographer it was an amazing 
honour and privilege to take

photographs of such an icon. 

He is a lovely man and it was a 
wonderful day.” 

David Bailey was 
characteristically droll about the 
occasion, telling Waltham Forest 
News, “Yeah, it’s great, although it’s 
a bit like going to your own funeral.”

High streets have been at the 
heart of our community for 
generations creating jobs, 
providing services and giving 
residents a place to meet and 
come together. 

We know that times are hard for 
local businesses; in particular our 
shop owners who are competing 
against the sparkle of retail parks 
and the ease of online shopping. 
That is why we are doing everything 
we can to revitalise and reinvigorate 
our high streets. 

Building on the success of the 
restoration of the shop fronts on 
High Road Leyton, we are investing 
£9million into nine of the borough’s 
high streets. The scheme is seeing 
our high streets revamped, with 
better shop fronts, pavements, 
crossings and street furniture such 
as benches and planters. 

But it is not all about investing 
in the high streets and improving 


shopfronts, the vitality of our high 
streets depends on residents 
choosing to shop locally. So we are 
also looking at ways to help them 
rediscover what their high street 
has to offer. 


Love Your High Street 


Residents flocked to the 
borough’s high streets last month as 
part of the Council’s Love Your High 
Street celebrations. 

Highlighting the fantastic variety 
of shops that residents can find 
on their doorstep, including 
the borough’s ‘Hidden Gems’ 
which range from a Portuguese 
and Brazilian delicatessen to 
fishmongers, florists and designer 
tattoo parlours, the celebrations 
included a host of events and 
activities. 

With children’s entertainers, face 


painters and musicians adding 
to the excitement of the high 
street, there was a silent disco in 
Walthamstow, a pop-up cinema 
in Leytonstone and a school 
performance from the musical Oliver 
in Chingford. 

Carried out over two consecutive 
weekends the celebrations provided 
a real boost to the borough’s high 
streets. The Council’s voucher 
scheme, which saw residents swap 
£5 for a £15 voucher to spend in 
participating shops went down a 
storm, encouraging residents to 
take a real look at what the high 
street has to offer. 

Overall 494 residents took part 
in the voucher scheme - with up 
to £7,410 injected in the borough’s 
high streets. 

Following the event it is hoped the 
residents will continue to shop local, 
making the most out of their high 
streets. 


Investment 


Works to high streets in South 
Chingford, Highams Hill, Bakers 
Arms, and South Leytonstone 
are already underway. As well as 
revamping shopfronts to help make 
them look more attractive to passing 
trade, training is on offer to help 
shopkeepers improve their displays, 
presentation and marketing. Works 
also include improvements to the 
pavements and the general look and 
feel of the area. 

Additional high streets in line for 
improvement include Blackhorse 
Lane, Francis Road in Leyton, South 
Leyton, Walthamstow and Wood 
Street. The works are set to be 
completed by Spring next year, with 
the vast majority finished this Winter. 

As residents start to notice 
improvements to their high 
streets, they will experience some 


disruption. We ask that residents 
bear with us during this time as we 
can promise that the changes will 
be more than worth it. 


Shop local 


In order for these improvement 
works to make a real lasting 
difference to your local community, 
it is important that you support your 
local high street. 

By popping to your local 
butchers, bakers, laundrette or 
florist you are helping to build a 
sustainable future for the borough’s 
high streets.

Recycling 
ward winner 

The latest winner of the Council’s 
recycling incentive scheme for May is the 
Chingford Green Ward with an increase 
of 7.2 per cent in their recycling rates 
- more than five per cent higher than 
their nearest competitor. Each month 
we measure the amount of dry recycling 
tonnage collected from each ward 
compared to its figure from the previous 
month and give the ward with the 
greatest increase £500 to be spent on 
improvements in their neighbourhoods.

A scheme known as ‘play 
streets’ that allows local 
residents to shut their roads 
to traffic so that children can 
play out in safety is coming to 
Waltham Forest. 

A pilot was carried out last 
year in Wood Street, and some 
other streets in the borough 
have already implemented similar 
closures for street parties and 
the like. However, play streets will 
mean a regular closure time, with 
the scheme being driven by local 
people, with a consensus required 
within a road for it to be closed for 
an agreed period. 

“Playing in the streets is one 
of those things that people of 
a certain age remember fondly 
and it is sad that our kids are not 
experiencing it enough,” said Cllr 
Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader and 
Cabinet Member for Environment. 

“Obviously over the years the 
number of cars and other vehicles 
has increased, and with it the 
danger to children, so that parents 
are understandably reluctant to 
allow their kids to play out. 


“This scheme has proved 
successful elsewhere in the country 
and the few instances where we 
have allowed road closures here 
have proved very popular, so 
we’re keen to see the opportunity 
extended to all neighbourhoods.” 

The process for applying for 
a play street will be simple. The 
initiative for the venture will be 
left in the hands of local people, 
with residents agreeing among 
themselves when might be an 
appropriate time slot. 

They then simply need to make 
a representation to the Council 
by emailing traffic.scheme@ 
walthamforest.gov.uk and the 
viability of the proposal can be 
fully explored. 

Cllr Clare Coghill, Cabinet 
Member for Children and Young 
People, added, “We obviously 
need to make sure traffic can flow 
through the borough, but there is a 
good argument to say we have all 
become something of a hostage 
to traffic. 

“We need to help residents 
reclaim their streets and use them 


for more than just driving. If we 
can encourage more people to 
use residential streets for walking, 
cycling, social interaction and 
playing, then cities will become 
more sociable, more liveable places 
for all residents.” 

Closures have already taken 
place or are planned in King 
Edward Road, Brooke Road, 
Bunyan Road, Ruby Road, Bedford 
Road, Luton Road and Badlis 
Road. When regular closures have 
been agreed, the Council will help 
with signs highlighting when play 
streets will be in force. 

A recent poll by Play England 
revealed that 71 per cent of adults 
played out in their street every day, 
compared with just 21 per cent 
of children today. Being able to 
play right outside their door gives 
children a degree of freedom and 
independence that organised or 
over-supervised play cannot. 

It has been found that while parks 
are great places to play, children 
often don’t have independent 
access to them. Playing in their 
street means that parents are less 


wary about allowing them out, and 
at the same time it helps increase 
community cohesion and bring 
neighbours closer together.

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Dog consultation begins 

Dog control order consultation opens on Monday 1 July - have your say 
Council looking to strike balance to make sure parks are enjoyed by all 



A formal consultation into 
controls that define where dogs 
are allowed off the lead and 
where owners are required to 
pick up mess after their dog 
will run from Monday 1 July 
until Monday 12 August. 

Residents of the borough are 
being encouraged to take part in the 
consultation that looks to update 


Dog Control Orders for the first 
time in seven years. It will allow all 
park users to better understand the 
situation in their local park when it 
comes to exercising dogs and define 
for owners where they can exercise 
their dogs off the lead. 

In the last couple of months the 
Council has been working hard to 
shape the consultation, speaking to 


interested parties and reflecting on 
the results of an informal consultation 
carried out earlier this year. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment, told Waltham Forest 
News: “We had a great response 
from dog owners when we carried 
out the informal consultation, but 
we want to hear from the full range 
of park users. We have identified 
areas where we feel it is safe for 
dogs to be able to be let off their 
leads and allowed to run free, 
and areas where we believe it is 
inappropriate.” 

The Council is keen to protect the 
rights of all park users by addressing 
issues such as keeping dogs mess 
off sports pitches and stopping dogs 
running free in children’s play areas. 
The control orders will also close 
loopholes by allowing the Council 
to enforce against owners who 
do not clean up after their dogs in 
cemeteries and car parks. 

“We know that far and away 
the vast majority of dog owners in 
the borough are responsible and 


sensible,” said Cllr Loakes. “Much 
of this work is simply to define 
what the rules are in all areas of the 
borough and to then signpost them 
for everyone to see. 

“Where appropriate we will 
enforce against the small minority 
of dog owners who flout the law, 
but this consultation is not about 
discriminating against dogs, it is 
about striking the right balance so 
that everyone can use our parks 
and open spaces.”

Waltham Forest 
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Conmen foiled by Trading Standards 


Residents are being warned to 
be alert for potential conmen 
by Waltham Forest Council’s 
Trading Standards service after 
rogue builders tried to charge 
an elderly lady thousands 
of pounds for unnecessary 
building work. 

The sorry tale began when the 
resident returned home from a 
shopping trip to find three builders 
on her doorstep. The builders 
entered her house without 
permission, claiming that a person 
who had carried out work on the 
property a few years earlier had 
sent them to repair the chimney 


pots for free. 

The builders went up on the 
roof and returned telling the lady 
that the chimney was dangerous 
and that it would cost £3,500 
to put right. The builders then 
returned the following day and 
told the resident that the roof 
needed new tiles and a plastic 
gutter which would cost £5,000. 
On the third day the builders 
claimed that the roof also needed 
new beams, which would cost a 
further £3,000. 

Eventually the resident 
contacted Trading Standards 
informing them that she had 


already given the builders £6,000 
and that they were due to visit 
her again in half an hour to obtain 
another £5,500 in cash. 

Trading Standards officers 
arranged to meet with Police 
colleagues from the local Safer 
Neighbourhood Team at the 
property and confronted the 
builders when they arrived. After 
being subjected to questioning, 
they beat a hasty retreat empty 
handed. 

“It’s the sort of thing you hear 
about, but now we have evidence 
of this going on in the borough 
I would like to urge everyone to 


be vigilant.” Cllr Clyde Loakes, 
Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment, told 
Waltham Forest News.

High watermark for housing 



The continuing regeneration 
of the Blackhorse Lane area 
in Walthamstow received 
a further boost with the 
completion of Watermark, 
the third phase of Housing 
Association East Thames’ 
Papermill Place development. 

The development has replaced 
an area of redundant industrial 
structures, building new homes 


for local people at rates they 
can afford. Watermark has 82 
affordable homes, 59 of which are 
shared ownership homes and 23 
available for social rent to local 
residents on the Council’s housing 
waiting list. 

Council Leader Chris Robbins, 
who officially opened the new 
development on Wednesday 26 
June, said: “Almost 80 per cent 
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of the homes at Papermill Place 
provide affordable good quality 
housing for local people. It is up 
to developers to build homes 
like this and for us to help build a 
community.” 

The opening ceremony took 
place in the park situated at the 
heart of the development, Mill 
Gardens. Cllr Marie Pye, Cabinet 
Member for Flousing, added: “I 


think this development sends out 
a message to other people looking 
to build homes in the borough 
and the virtues of matching great 
design with a high quality build and 
finish.” 

Maciet and Monika Chamulak 
moved into the development four 
months ago with their five-year- 
old daughter. “We were renting 
nearby,” explained Maciet, “But 
wanted to buy, particularly as we 
have another child on the way. 

“Fortunately we were able to 
secure one of these flats on a 
Shared Ownership deal. It’s perfect 
for us as we like Walthamstow 
- it’s safe and the school our 
daughter goes to is very good.” 

Alex Cole has been in his flat 
with his wife and newborn son 
Otto for just a couple of months. 
“We moved here from Tower 
Hamlets as we wanted to be 
somewhere a little greener. I work 
in central London and this is great 
for Blackhorse Lane tube.” 

Another resident, Kamran Khan, 
said, “I have two children and so 
this new garden area is great for 
them and I would feel safe to have 
them play here. The quality of the 
flat is brilliant too, finished to a very 
high standard.”

Help for families having to pay 
Council Tax for the first time 

Council waives court costs for 
first-time payers who get in 
touch before Wednesday 31 July 


Anyone paying attention to 
the news will have heard that 
councils up and down the 
country will face even more 
cuts in the coming years. While 
the decisions made in Whitehall 
might seem pretty far removed 
from the daily lives of people 
in Waltham Forest, they are, 
nevertheless, already beginning 
to have an effect. 

For example Government 
changes to Council Tax Benefit 
mean that Waltham Forest now 
has responsibility for this scheme 
but 10 per cent less funding. As a 
direct result of this, hundreds of local 
people started paying Council Tax 
for the first time in April this year. 

This change, of course, comes 
along with rising food prices and 
utility bills, meaning a lot of belt¬ 
tightening and a lot of people 
making some tough choices when it 
comes to their household budgets. 


Ordinarily, refusal to pay your 
Council Tax bill will result in legal 
action once all other options 
available to the Council have failed. 
After all, some people need more 
than a ‘gentle prod’ or a helping 
hand, which means there have to 
be consequences for people who 
choose not to pay their share of a 
bill that ultimately keeps the streets 
clean and pays for care home costs. 

However, the Council realises 
that receiving a court summons in 
the post might add another layer of 
stress for families already finding it 
difficult to make ends meet. 

If you’re finding yourself in this 
situation, please get in touch with 
the Council and we’ll do what we 
can to help. We know there are 
some 2,350 households currently in 
Council Tax arrears, many of whom 
have only been receiving a bill since 
April. If you’re a first-time payer and 
have received a court summons you 
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can phone us on 020 8496 3000 to 
see what can be done to assist you. 
We’ll work with you to find a solution 
and arrange to have the £120 court 
costs removed from your account 
once your bill is paid. This is a one¬ 
time offer and ends on Wednesday 
31 July, so please don’t delay. 

As well as helping you with your 
Council Tax bill, the Council can also 
provide advice and support when 
it comes to helping you find a job 
or getting the training you might 
need to get one. If you would like 
to discuss your options, phone the 
Council’s Employment Team on 020 


8496 3000 for more details. 

There are also several local and 
national organisations that might 
be able to help if you’re struggling 
to pay the bills.

• Groundbreaking ceremony marks start of construction for Walthamstow’s 
new cinema 


After being granted planning 
permission back in January, 
construction has now begun 
onsite at The Scene at 
Cleveland Place to deliver a 
nine screen Empire cinema, 
5 retail units and over 
120 homes in the heart of 
Walthamstow Central. 

A ground-breaking event on 
site on Monday 17 June saw 


development partners Waltham 
Forest Council, Hill Residential, 
and Islington and Shoreditch 
Housing Association join together 
on the red carpet to celebrate the 
next building phase of the project. 

A team from tenant Empire 
Cinema were also present to 
celebrate the return of a cinema 
to the borough after 10 years, in 
addition to representatives. 


Built on an area previously 
known as the Arcade, The Scene 
at Cleveland Place is a multi-million 
pound investment in a long line of 
regeneration projects at the heart 
of Walthamstow Town Centre, 
providing much needed jobs and 
leisure facilities for the area. 

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Chris Robbins, told 
Waltham Forest News: “It’s very 


exciting that building work has 
finally begun. The community 
has longed for a cinema and 
this development marks a 
new chapter in the history of 
Walthamstow. 

“The cinema development 
complements that £160million 
worth of investment that we 
have secured to regenerate the 
borough.” 



Justin Ribbons, CEO of Empire 
Cinemas added: “We’re very 
excited to be a part of The Scene 
and finally bring a cinema back 
to the Walthamstow area. The 
opening of the Walthamstow 
complex is one of the biggest 
projects we have taken on as 
it’s our first purpose built cinema 
development - The Scene marks 
a new, exciting era for Empire 
Cinemas.”

Footbridge improvements make crossings easier and safer 

• Improvements made by Transport for London four years early thanks to Council pressure 

• Work will make bridges safer for pedestrians and help reduce anti-social behaviour 



Three footbridges that help 
residents cross the A12 safely 
are being refurbished following 
calls from Waltham Forest 
Council that they need to be 
improved. 

The £2million works are being 
carried out by Transport for 
London (TfL). Initially scheduled 
for 2017 the works have been 
borough forward due to significant 
pressure from the Council. 

Leytonstone’s Church Lane 
footbridge is set to be completely 
refurbished, including new lighting 
and a new mesh enclosure to 
replace the current smeared 
Perspex cover. Opening the bridge 
to the elements should help reduce 
a wide range of anti-social behaviour 
and improve overall visibility. 

Meanwhile Dyers Hall Road 
footbridge in Leyton, which was 


revamped last year, will see the 
finishing touches taking place next 
month. The works start on Monday 
1 July and will see the bridges 
closed and residents rerouted while 
some of the works take place. 

Works to improve the borough’s 
third footbridge across the A12 at 
Langthorne Road, Leyton, are due 
to take place next year. Works will 
include removing the Perspex cover 
and replacing it with mesh and 
adding new lighting. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
the Environment, told Waltham 
Forest News: “These footbridges 
provide a vital connection between 
Leytonstone and Leyton. It means 
that residents can walk and cycle 
across the borough safety without 
being forced to take ridiculous and 
time consuming diversions. 


“We pushed TfL to carry out 
the works now as they were long 
overdue, and we want our residents 
to feel safe when using these 
footbridges. This investment is in 
addition to the £4million that TfL is 
making to improve the borough’s 
roads and transport hubs.” 

The works to the footbridges 
complement the Council’s 
existing plans to regenerate the 
borough, this year alone more than 
£160million has been secured to 
improve the borough’s homes, high 
streets, schools and leisure facilities.

Dropping litter is not tolerated in Waltham Forest, 
it's lazy and dirty, so find a bin and get rid of it. 

Litter costs the council tax payer millions of pounds to clean up 
each year and with 1,453 bins in the borough there really is no 
excuse to drop litter anywhere in Waltham Forest. 

Enforcement patrols will be targeting litter hot spots, including 
routes around schools and a heavy focus on night time economy, 
such as pubs and fast food outlets. People who litter, drop 
takeaway packaging, cigarette butts and spit out chewing gum on 
the borough's streets will be caught, fined £80 and if prosecuted 
publicly named and shamed.

Businesses - show us you will help to keep 
Waltham Forest clean by signing up to our 
Business Litter Pledge. It just asks you to take 
responsibility for your premises and forecourt, 
keeping it clear of litter generated by your 
business within 50m either side of the property. 

We will provide each business with an 
information and publicity pack and publicise 
those businesses that sign up in our name and 
fame column in Waltham Forest News.
